Teller Bespeetfally Declines. 


YANKTON, D.T., Sept 24.—An executive order 


issued at Bismarck by the governor was served 
on Jamex H. Teller, secretary of [Dakota and 


• brother of the secretary of the interior, author- 


ized, directs and orders him to move his office, 
books, records, papers, seal and all public prop- 
erty in his possession to Bismarck, except legis^ 
lative furniture and the territorial library. The 
order is dated oq the llth and was served on the 
22d, to be obeyed in fifteen days from date, 
Teller, in reply, under a long letter to Ordway, 
which is as complete a legal, document as the 
most carefully drawn lawyer's brief, declines to 
obey the order, taking the grounds that before 
any decision from the court on the subject in 
case of dispute regarding the location of the 
seat of government the secretary is the judge of 
the situation and that he is subject only to order 
from the United States government, as he is the 
custodian of government property. In the ab- 
sence of judicial ruling he holds that he ia com- 
petent to decide whether or not tne change is 
legal. He says in any event he is subject to re- 
moval by order, but such order mnst come from 
the head to which it is properly subordinate. 
Referring to the decision of Judge Edgerton 
deciding the capital commie&iou act unconstitu- 
tional, Teller says: "As a sworn officer of the 
government I recognize the peculiar obligation

PACIFIC. 


The Chicago Inter Ocean Pictures It 


in Glowing and Truthful Colors. 
The practical completion of the North Pa- 


cific railroad, so graphically described by a 
correspondent of the later Ocean who was pres- 
ent, has been followed by an imposing celebra- 
tion of the event by the Villard party, on which 
occasion most fitting words were spoken, which 
are published intVe columns of the Sunday 
Inter Ocean. 
The importance of this great 


trunk line was not exaggerated. 
Indeed, no one 


can comprehend a subject so vast. Even com- 
parisons fail. The Suez canal stands as one of 
the seven wonders of the modern world. It 
shortened the route of travel between the far 
east and Europe, revolutionizing oriental com- 
merce, but, crossing the continent of America 
has revolutionized, and will still more change, 
a still vaster volume of traffic. 


While the North Pacific is one of three or 


four supremely great routes of transportation, 
it outranks all others in the development of 
prjduction. It has added and will still more 
add to the actual wealth of the world as no 
other one line has done or can do. The Suez 
Canal facilitated commerce, and that is about 
all. Along its border have grown up a few 
feeble towss, but only as the people were 
needed in connection with the line itself. The 
same is equally true of the Panama Railroad, 
and would be of a ship canal across thai isth- 
mus. 
The Union Pacific, beyond Nebraska, 


runs through a region which requires irrigation 
for any ordinary farming. 
The North Pacific 


has-already an enormous wheat business at both 
ends, and the development is prodigious in its 
growth. 
Pre-eminence in this respect is a 


distinction of the most exalted character. If 
he is a benefactor who makes two spears of 
grass grow where only one grew before, what 
shall we say ot an enterprise which virtually 
raises millions of bushels of grain where no 
grain was raised before ? And it will not be 
many years before the varied products of agri- 
culture will be raised to advantage. 


Wheat is the first-born child of pioneer enter- 


prise. Less bulky than corn, in proportion to 
its value, it can stand higher expense for trans- 
portation, anJ grain is the only farm product, 
which, as a rule, is being properly transported 
at the present time. From its nature it can 
stand very rough usage. Summer's heat and 
winter's frost cannot injnre it. It is only nec- 
essary to load it into tight boxes on wheels and 
send it on its way, no matter how long the jour- 
ney, or what may be the vicissitudes of climate; 
nor does it matter what side track delays it may 
experience. It comes out' bright and sound. 
But cattle, dead or alive, need care and atten- 
tion en route, and as for vegetable, dairy pro- 
ducts, jErnit, and, in fact, everything the farmer 
produces except grain, they cannot be trans- 
ported in the ordinary way from the North Paci- 
fic region to market. But it does not follow, by 
any means, that that region will be debarred 
from market. It will not be many years before 
butter and cheese, as well as beef and mutton. 
will be shipped in enormous quantities from thaqf 
region to Chicago, New York and Liverpool.4 


The enterprise which built that road has not 
exhausted itself, and will not rest until it shall 
be entirely practicable ;to do general farming 
throughout the new northwit. The productive 
development hasJtherefore, only just begun, in 
even the most advanced portion of that region. 


The speeches referred to were all timely, and 


will well repay careful perusal; but Mr. Evarts" 
parenthesis, as he happily called 
it, is a 


masterpiece. Its array of facts is something 
mote than a leaf in history. It is, rather, a tab- 
let deserving of permanent preservation.- The

The Chicago & NorthwesteJn will 
either follow suit or take the initiatory itself. 
La Grace is but a few months old but has 
already a hardware store, two grocery stores, two 
tinstores, one ealoon, a hotel, blacksmith shop, 
drug store, and will soon have a newspaper, 
telegraph office and bank. Lots in the townsite 
are selling rapidly and it is reasonable to pre- 
dict a bright future for our young tributary.

Messrs. Comstock and White, of Moirhead,

since been looking about the city, admiring 
the many improvements which are in progress.

Minnesota district in Congress. 


In conversation with a TBIBUXE reporter, he 


stated that he had not been in Bismarck before 
for over sixjyears, and the nnmerons admirable 
improvements which have] been made are be- 
yond all credulity or imagination. As he is one 
of the ablest lawyers in Minnesota, Mr. Com- 
stecks's ^opinion on the capital question is 
worthy of note. He owns no. property in this 
city, and is as unbiased on this much vexed 
matter any man versed in its developments 
can wcil be. He said that in his view, the de- 
cision of Judge Edgerton did not effect the

location of the capital at Bismarck one iota, EB 
any lawyer who has studied the proceeding tt 
all, well knows that the law, and the facts, and 
the precedents all sustain the act of the legisla- 
ture in oppointing the commission. 


When asked what his.'_prediction as to Bis- 


marck's future would be, he said that he looked 
upon this as the future metropolis and com- 
mercial'center of Dakota and the northwest. 
B.smarck's growth would not detract from the 
prosperity of Fargo and Moorhead, as its dis- 
tance from them if 200 miles. If two such cit- 
ies as 8t Paul and Minneapolis can be built 
within twelve miles of each other in the state of 
Minnesota, surely two equally large cities can ' 
be supported within 200 miles of separation in 
Dakota.

The Southern Exposition. 


The Southern Exposition at Louisville waa 


opened August 1st by President Arthur, and 
will continue for one hundred days] 


It was organized antirely by Louisville peo- 


ple, who subscribed nearly $300,000 to put the 
enterprize on its feet.

When the prisoner was taken to the station 
house he descriBed himself Ms John A. Feeney, 
aged twenty-six yeais, an Irishman by birth 
and a coachman by trade.

Bnffalo. He de- 


clared that he had come from Canada on pur- 
pose to kill the British consul, who had been 
libeling his character. It was evident that he 
was insane. Complaint being preferred against 
him by Edmund Prentiss and David O'Donnell, 
of British counsel, he was taken to the Tombs 
police court for examination. 


When. Feeney entered the outer room of the 


British consulate he drew a seven-chambered re- 
volver and fired two ehojs, apparently without 
any aim and without hitting any one. He was 
arrested immediately after by Officer John 
Carr, of tbe First precinct. 


Feecey is held for trial although he is evident- 


ly insane. In court he acted in a wild, excited 
manner, shouting that he wanted to kill the 
villains who accused him of crime and publish- 
ed stories against his character. To a reporter 
he eaid he had been zrrested in Dublin without 
cause and locked up in jail, while he was offer- 
ed five hundred pounds to swear falsely against 
a fellow prisoner. He refused, and,when it be- 
came known he had informed others of the 
offer made him he was locked up in a ttage 
coach and conveyed to Liverpool, where he was 
placed on board the Circassial and landed in 
Toronto. There he was placed in the insane 
ward of a hospital. He was finally released and 


ago Monday he 
went to Buffalo. Five weeks 
came here'" intending to try to get back to 
Ireland and yesterday he went to the British 
Consulate and asked 
what communication 


they had received from London about him. He 
was told they knew nothing about him. Today 
he went there again and asked the name of the 
person who was publishing blasphemous letters 
against his character, ''they laughed at me," he 
paid "and I then cried 'defend yourself I'll lose 
my life for my character' and fired."

The ques- 
tion is : Had the governor and legisla- 
tive assembly the power under the con- 
stitution or .organic law, to create such 
an office (I use that term in its. popular 
sense) as that of capital commissioner, 
or, in other words, to delegate the author- 
ity sought to be conferred by the capital 
removal law, upon Milo W, Scott and 
his. eight assistants mentioned in said 
law? Here, then, is no conflict between 
officers in the exercise of the powers of 
an existing office. 
The question is as to 


the constitutionality or legality of the 
office (used in its popular sense and for 
want of a better term), for in no sense 
can the nine commissioners be said to be, 
even de facto, the legislative assembly 
and governor." In the view/ here taken, 
if legally, there is any such office as that 
of commissioner, then Milo W. Scotf 
and his assistants ,are commissioners de 
facto and de jure, and their action in the 
premises is to be upheld. You will pardon 
me this criticism, I trust, when I say, 
though not arguing with your reasoning, 
I

that point) that the capital removal law 


is constitutional in the particular men 
tioned, and, therefore, the action of the 
commissioners lawful and binding, and j 
still crave your indulgence while I state 
further my reasons therefor somewhat at 
length. "Whatever may once have been 
the doctrine, I think at this time, it is 
generally admitted that the citizens of a 
territory are not mere colonists, at the 
absolute disposal of congressional pow 
er, but citizens of the United States, and 
entitled to the same rights ahd.immuui 
ties as other citizens. It follows then, it 
seems to me, that the territorial legisla 
tive assembly of Dakota is as much en- 
titled to exercise absolute or the highest 
sovereignty within said territory, under 
the limitations imposed by the organic 
law, as the state legislatures may, under 
the limitations imposed by state consti- 
tutions. I do not look upon the organic 
law so much in the nature of an enabling 
act as to' withhold from the territorial 
assembly ,all powers not expressly grant- 
ed thereby. The organic law is rather 
in the nature of a constitution, and, in 
consequence, should be held to the same 
construction as the several state consti- 
tutions, which leave 'the legislatures in 
possession of absolute sovereignty, ex- 
cept a& limited and restrained thereby 
The analogy between the two is such 
that I deem the foregoing reasoning 


ith proper and fair; yet I do not deem 
of conclusive force, and therefore do 


feel very strenuous about it. ' As a 


restraining act the power contended for 
is not withheld by the organic law from 
the legislative assembly. As an enabling 
act it is, as we shall see, conferred by the 
organic law. I theWjre msist that, 
both uponj analogy and principle, trhe ac- 
tion of the governor and legislative as- 
sembly in the premises were constitu- 
tional, and the commission clothed with 
fullf power to do what they assumed to 
do" in the matter, of locating the seat of 
government at Bismarck. Looking upon 
?nd treating the legislative assembly a; 
possessed of the highest sovereignty in 
the territory," within the limitations im- 
posed by the organic law, we proceed to 
inquire as to die constitutionality of the 
manner in which the legislative assem- 
bly and governor exercised, .that sover- 
eignty in the provisions of the capital re- 
moval law. Did they act in a constitu- 
tional way? It sho'uld be remarked that 
the oi-ganic law makes no provision as 
to how the sovereignty conferred shall 
or may be exercised. We premise, how- 
sver, that such exercise must be in some 
way known and practice.! jby legislative 
assemblies. Section 1,851 of the organic 
law provides that "the legislative power 
of every territory shall extend to all 
rightful subjects of legislation not incon- 
sistent with the! constitution and laws of 
the United! States." But how to beuex- 
ercised? Surely in any rightful way not 
mcensistent with the constitution and 
aws o? the United States. Treating, 
;hen, the legislative assembly in the ter- 
ritory as standing in the same relation to 
rightful subjects of legislation -as the 
state legislatures ^in the states, we have 
;he highest authoriiy for sayiag that its 
>ower is "general and unlimited," and, 
jeing so general and unlimited, the in- 
quiry "should be, mot whether it is con- 
!erred specifically, but whether it is with- 
ieM". in terms, or by necessary implic i- 
ion." The power sought to be exercise d

express terms as we have seen, so that, if 
ixercised in a rightful way, it is a valid 
and. binding law. V The rule of construe- 
ion is, "that if ityeannot be said affirma- 
ively that the power in question is with- 
leld then it exists under the general 
;ranfc," and farther "if the inquiry leads 
merely to a doubt of the power, the doubt 
s in favor of its being- granted." Who 
can say affirmatively that the capital re- 
moval law so far even as it purports to 
appoint the commissioners or confer 
upon them delegated powers isoiot to be 
upheld in accordance with the above 
very sensible and plain rule? The com- 
mon mind will certainly fail to conjecture 
>r surmise upon what reasoning Judge 
Idgerton has been enabled to eotne to a 
different conclusion. 


The question is not capable of being 


determined by authority alone, it must 
be determined very largely ,by the appli- 
ifition of general principles and the aid 
if analagous cases. I regret that I have 
not the means at hand more fully to elab- 
orate what is herein only hinted at. I 
subjoin a few instances where legislative 
)odies, I conceive, have delegated a part 
of their soverei^ty to commissioners or 
agents and in consequence, the same has 
jeen exercised pecariously, if I may use 
;hat expression. Perhaps, if we were to 
jo so far from home, that the government 
of British India by the East India com- 
pany may be considered a very marked 
instance. I do not mean to justify that 
proceeding—far .from it—yet it shows and 
illustrates to what extent tbe'soverignity 
of parliament may or has been fanned 
out, as it were. 
The government of 


Great Britian, I know, is almost in every 
jaracular dissimniilar to any we know in 
the United States, yet an eminent court-in 
;his country has held that "American leg- 
islatures have the same unlimited power 
in legislation which resides in the British 
parliament except when they are re- 
strained by written constitutions." 
In 


he gaeat multiplication of duties and ex- 
gencies to be met by the legislatures ~of 
his new and rapidly developing country 
here is an ever increasing demand for 
lie exercise of their sovereign authority 
n new and anomalous ways. These de- 


mands, Recessarially, tax the ingenuity of 
the legislator to the utmost and that as- 
sembly will best serve its purpose that is 
most ready in expedients suitable for ac- 
complishment of ta'e required end. It 
has always been customary, and still is 
sbrfor congress and the legislatures, both 
state and territorial, to appoint commit- 
tees—even special committees—to say 
nothing of the standing committees—to 
'and in the execution of its sovereign power 
and they are often empowered to act after 
the assembly by which they are ap- 
pointed has adjourned. Usually this is 
done by a mere resolution—sometimes a 
joint resolution—not needing or receiving 
the sanction of the executive. Its pur- 
pose and object is to facilitate legislation 
orlto aid in the execution of the duties 
imposed upon the assembly. A part of 
the soverignty of the whole body is dele- 
gated to a few who act by virtue of their 
appointment and not in virtue of their 
being members of the whole body. Can 
there be any valid rAason urged against 
the appointment of

case in question would seem almost to 
be one of necessity, and, although it is 
nbt always safe to reason from necessity, 
ye\inl a doubtful case, a real necessity 
would seem amply sufficient to turn the 
scalfe.

organic law. With the multifarious con- 
cerns of this vast territory to provide 
for, it would seem that the legislative 
assembly might well be considered im- 
pelled by nefcessity to call to its aid, to a 
limited extent, the services of anyciti- 
zeo.. It was not merely a matter of con- 
venient se if the seat of government were 


be moved at'all, and that was a mere 


question of policy or expedience.

o state it. The constitution- of the 
United States (Article 4, Section 3) pro- 
vides: "The congress shall have power 
;o dispose- of and make all aeedful rules 
and regulations respecting the territory 
or other property belonging to the 
United States. The congress has, in the 
case of the territory of Dakota, delegated 
ihat power to the governor and a legisla- 
tive assembly to be chosen in a certain 
prescribed way;" and is not here a prece- 


n^; of eminent authority, for the action 


of the legislative assembly in delegating 


part of its power to the capital com- 


mission? 


And now, Mr. Editor, with many apol- 


ogies for inflicting my sentiments upon 
you at so great 'length, I state my con- 
clusion of the matter to be that the seat 
of government of the territory of Dakota 
is at Bismarck, and the foregoing are 
some of the reasons , that impel to that 
conclusion. The subject might be fur- 
:her elaborated and many other reasons 
given to the same effect. They would 
je cumulative, and I forbear, as my pur- 
pose in writing tms has been to popular- 
ize, [so far as practicable, jtbis abstrube 
subject. If I have succeded, then my 
abor has I not been in vain. If I have 
ailed, my regret is that the task was not

and all acts or parts of acts in any manner in 
conflict with this act, or repngnant thereto, are 
hereby repealed." This section is an independ- 
ent proposition, and was clearly within the pro- 
vince of the legislature and the governor to en- 
act in a law. Chapter one, of the political code 
which it repeals unequivocally, reaVls as follows 


Be it c-nacted, by the legislat:ve assembly o: 


the territory of Dakota, the seat of government 
is hereby located and established in the city of 
Yankton, in the county of Yankton. 


This is all of chapter one of the political 


code, and tbe only act in force giving Yankton 
any claim to be considered 'the capital of Da- 
kota. The organic act, section 1885, confers 
upon the governor the power to designate where 
the legislative sessions shall be held 'and the 
public business-transacted in the first instance, 
That is to say, where there is no seat of govern- 
ment enacted in the territory. If the act for 
the removal of the seat of government, ap- 
proved March 8, 1883' to which I have referred, 
had contained nothing but the enacting clause 
and section It, which 1 have quoted, it seems 
clear to my mind that from the date of the ap- 
proval before referred to> Yankton could no 
longer be recognized as the capital or seat of 
government of Dakota, and that the governor, 
in whom the'power is vested in the first in- 
stance under the organic act, would ba in duty- 
bound to fix some place in the territory for the 
transaction of the public business until the 
legislature should convene, and, with the gov- 
ernor, permanently locate the capital. The act 
to provide for the location of the sea' of gov- 
ernment for the territory of Dakota and for the, 
erection of public buildings thereat, however, 
distinctly provides that after a new site for 
the capital has been determined upon and suffi- 
cient title deeds to 160 acres of land been exe- 
cuted to the territory and $100,000 guaranteed as 
the building fund, and where the said grounds 
shall be laid out in squares and suitable land- 
scapes, the same is hereby declared to he the 
permanent seat of government of the territory 
of Dakota, at which all the public offices of the 
territory shall be kept and at which all the ses- 
sions of the legislature shall be held. 


It having been made 10 appear to the execu- 


tive by a communication from the temtotial at- 
torney general under date of July 17, 1883, that 
all the requirements named in the act which 
have quoted^ had been complied with, and that 
in the opinion of the attorney general the capi- 
tal and seat of government had been lawfully 
located and fixed at Bismarck, in the county oi 
Bnrleigh, and that the governor as chairman oi 
the board, cf equalization was in duty bound 
under the provisions of the code, which reqniree 
the said board of equalization to meet at the cap- 
ital on the 13th day of Augii9t,1883,to require the 
members of said board to meet at Bismarck to 
equalize and assess the territorial tax. In ac- 
cordance with this opinion and my own judg- 
ment, I issued on August 1, 1883, an order to 
the members of the board of equalization, set-

The Fourth of July, Washington's 
Hirthrtay, Decoration Day, Forefathers' Day' 
in New England, and Evnc-uation Day in 
New York—such nro somo of tho principal 
Bvents in our national life which we love to 
commemorate, and each and all aro free from 
Buy aspersion of violence and slaughter such 
sw characterizes the 14th. of July. 


Why was this date selected? has already 


been asked. 
The answer is simple, and only 


t'>o truo. Father Hyacinth, in a magnificent 
sermon on the celebration of tbe day before, 
jurlared that cvury government in Franca 
owiiii its origin cither to ji riot or n 
soup d'etat, and that tho moment it was in- 
Stalled a mortal struggle began between 
those in power and those out of power, riot a 
meaningless contest for the spoils of office 
which generally characterizes our political 
campaigns in America, but a bitter battle for 
life, ending, ns has justfbeen said, in a bloody 
revolt or coup d'etat. The selection, there- 
fore, of July 14 was, when stripped of alt 
sontimenttij. rhetoric, simply an act of defi- 
ance cast in the teeth of tbo anti-Republicans 
of France. Just as Napoleon III, when he 
was emperor, forced upon the country the 
celebration of bjs birthday, so in turn his 
successors compel Bonapartists and Mon- 
archists t<> at least witness a fete in which 
tbey cart tako no part. And yet this is 
palled u national holiday. Few French Re- 
publicans can seethe justice of this critietMn, 
and herein lie* tlie very saddest feature pf tho 
political spirit of France.

If 
he is a benefactor who makes two spears of 
grass grow where only one grew aefore, what 
shall we say ot an enterprise which virtually 
raises millions of bushels of grain where no 
grain was raised before ? Anc it will not be 
many years aefore the varied products of agri- 
culture will be raised to advantage. 


Wheat is the first-born child of pioneer enter- 


prise. Lets julky than corn, in proportion to 
its value, it can stand higher expense for trans- 
portation, aji.1 gram is the only farm product, 
which, as a rule, is being properly transported 
at the present time. From its nature it can 
stand very rough usage. Summer's beat and 
winter's frost cannot injure it. It is only nec- 
essary to load it into tight boxes on wheels and 
send it on its way, no matter how long the jour- 
ney, or what may be the vicissitudes of climate; 
nor does it matter what side track delays it may 
experience. It conies on~' bright and sound. 
But cattle, dead or alive, need care and atten- 
tion en route, ana as for vegetable, dairy pro- 
ducts, fruit, and, in fact, everything the farmer 
produces except grain, they cannot be trans- 
ported in the ordinary way from the North Paci- 
fic, region to market. But it does not follow, by 
any meaES, that that region will ae debarred 
from market. It will not be many yeais before 
butter and cheese, as well as beef and mutton 
will be shipped in enormous quantities from tha? a"les- 
region to Chicago, New York and Liver poo .' 
The enterprise which built that road has not 
exhausted itself, and will not rest until it shall 
be entirely practicable \to do general farming 
throughout the new northwit. The productive 
development has, therefore, only just begun, in 
even the most advanced portion of that region. 


The speeches referred to were all timely, and

lor the Yankton psople to pursue if they havj 
confidence in their pretentious, and I see no 
objection to securing a judicial determination 
of the question in that form. 
I was advised 


while on my vrip with the Villard party before 
I issued the order requiring the territorial offi- 
cers to remove their offices to Bismarck, that 
Judge Edgerton had state! positively that be 
had not come to a conclusion that the capital 
removal bill, BO called, was contrary to the 
organic act or unconstitutional. 
L therefore 


felt it to be an imperative duty to follow up 
the executive action in convening the eqnal^ 
ization board at Bismarck, by issuing the 
order for the removal of the territorial offices to 
the place which by f.irca of law bad become 
the seat of government. I kiiew no better way to 
determine, judicially, where theoublic business 
Should, be transacted than by the issuance of 
the order referred to, thus giving an oppor- 
tunity to anyone who choses to institute pro- 
ceedings either at Yankton or at Bismarck, 
which will bring the matter promptly before 
the courts. I am strengthened in my convic- 
tions as to the constitntionability of tl e law 
arid my authority to make the order for remov-

The exposition is larger than any other ever

Attempt to Murder a Hritisu Consul. 


KEW YOHK, September 25.—There was great 


excitement in the ceighbjrhc.od of the British 
consulate this afternoon, caused by two piste.1 
shots anc the spectacle of a hat ess man ru - 
ningbttie top of-bis speed, The fugitive was 
pursued and captured by a policeman. He 
gave his name as J'eeney, ana it was then 
learnec that he had attempted to take the life 
of the 3ritish consul by firing two shots at him. 
When the prisoner was taken to the station 
house he described himself as John A. Feeney, 
aged twenty-six yeais, an Irishman by birth 
and a coachman by trade. His appearance was 
sickly, and he saic. he had recently been dis- 
chargee from the hospital in Buffalo. He ce- 
clared that he had come from CanaCa on pur- 
pose to .iill the British consn , who bad aeen 
libeling his character. It was evident that he 
was insane. Complaint being preferrec against 
aim by Edmuno. Prentiss and Davic O'DonneH, 
of British counsel, he was taken to the Tom 33 
police court for examination. 


When Feeney entered the cuter room of the 


British consulate he drew a seven-chambered re- 
volver anc fired two shots, apparently without 
any aim and without hitting any one. 
JLe was 


arrested immediately after by Officer John 
C&rr, of tbe First precinct. 


Feecey is held for trial although heis evident- 


ly insane. In court he acted in a wild, excitec, 
manner, shouting that he wanted to .iill the 
villains who accused him «' crime and publish- 
ed etories against his character. To a reporter 
he eaic ie hac been errested in Dublin without 
cause anc loc tea up in jail, while he was offer- 
ed five hunc red pounds to swear falsely against 
a fellow prisoner. E e refused, and,when it be- 
came known he bad informed others of the 
offer made him he was locked up in a fctage 
coach and conveyed to Liverpool, where he was 
placed on board the Circassia and landed in 
Toronto. There he was placed in the insane 
ware, of a hospita» 3e was finally released ant 
went to Buf alo. Five weeks ago Monc'ay he 
came here intending to try to get back to 
Ireland and yesterday he went to the British 
Consulate and asked 
what communication 


they hod received from London about him. He 
was told they knew nothing about him. Today 
he went there again and asked the name of the 
person w.io was publishing blasphemous letters 
against his character, ''they laughed at me," he 
paid "and I then cried 'Defend yourself I'll lose 
my life for my character' and fired." Nothing 
is known about Feeney in this city, and no 
doubt lie is insane.

Yankton, for there are many good ana true men 
and women there—bat a desperate, uscrnpulous 
ring, many of whom have rob aec the govern- 
ment, bulldozed cfvil and judicial United States 
officials and packed juries to screen their con- 
federat,6!>. In making these statements, which I 
have withheld up to this time, I wis i it to be 
distinctly understood that I do not now, neither 
have I ever ^assailed the integrity or reputation 
of the masses of tho people of Yankton, Sioux 
Falls or any other portion of Dakota. It has 
been painfully apparent, however, that the voice 
of the better'elementn has been silenced and tbat 
arrant demagogues have forced honest people 
into repudiation and dishonest practices. 


Another interview. 


Dispatches having been sent from Yankton to 


the effect that Governor Ordway's order for the 
removal of the territorial offices to Bismarck 
would be disobeyed, a TRIBUNE reporter held an 
interview with the governor on that question 
Monday, the conversation, running as fol- 
lows: 


Reporter—I see by a dispatch from Yankton 


that you have issued orders to the territorial 
officers there, directing them to remove their 
offices to Bismarck, as you regard this tis the 
capital anc seat of government of the territory 
e£ Dakota. What are the facts ? 


Governor—The act for the removal of the 


capital, approved March 8,1883, section 17, leads 
as follows: "Chapter one of the political cede 
and all acts or parts of acts in any manner in 
conflict with this act, or repugnant thereto, are 
hereby repealed." This section is an independ- 
ent proposition, and was clearly within the pro- 
vince of the legislature and the governor to en- 
act in a law. Chapter one, of the political code, 
which it repeals unequivocally, reacts as follows: 


Be it enact ec., by the legislative assembly of 


the territory of Dakota, the seat of government 
is hereby located and established in the city of 
Yankton, in the county of Yankton. 


This ia all of chapter one of t.ie political, 


code, and the only act in force giving Yankton 
any claim to be considered the capital of Da- 
kota. The organic act, section 1885, confers 
upon the governor the power to designate where 
the egislative sessions shall be held »nd the 
public business transacted in the first instance, 
That is to say, where there is no seat of govern- 
ment enacted in the territory. If the act for 
the removal of the seat of government, ap- 
proved March 8, -883' to which I have referred, 
had contained nothing bat the enacting clause 
and section IT, which 1 have quoted, it seems 
clear to my mind that from the date of the ap- 
proval before referred to, Yankton couk no 
longer be recognized as t le capital or seat of 
government of Dakota, and that the governor, 
in whom the power is vestec. in the flcst in- 
stance under the organic act, would ba in cuty- 
bound to fix some place in 'the territory for the 
transaction of the public business until the 
legislature should convene, and, with the gov- 
ernor, permanently locate the capital. The act 
to provide for the location of the sea.' of gov- 
ernment for the territory of Dakota and for the 
erection of public buildings "aereat, however, 
distinctly provides that after a new site for 
the capital has been determined upon and suffi- 
cient title deeds to 160 acres of land been exe- 
cuted to the territory and .$100,000 guaranteed as 
the building fund, and where the said grounds 
shall be laid out in squares and suitable land- 
scapes, the same ia hereby declared to be the 
permanent seat of government of the territory, 
of Dakota, at which all the public offices of the 
territory shall be kept and at which all the ses- 
sions of the legislature shall be icld. 


It having been made 10 appear to the execu- 


tive by a communication from the territotial at- 
torney general under date of July 17, 1883, that 
all the requirements named in the act which I 
have quoted, hid been compliec with, and that 
in the opinion of the attorney general the capi- 
tal and seat of government had been lawfully 
located and fixed at Bismarck, in the county of 
Burleigh, and that the governor as chairman of 
the board cf equalization was in duty bound, 
under the provisions of the code, which required 
the said board of equalization to meet at the cap- 
ital on the 13ta day of Augu3t,1883,to require the 
members of said board to meet ac Bismarck to 
equalize and assess the territorial tax. Iu ac- 
cordance with this opinion and my own judg- 
ment, I issued on August 1, 1883, an order to 
the members of the board of equalization, set- 
ting forth the before-mentioned facts and the 
opinion of the attorney general directing said 
board of equalization to convene at Bismarck, 
that

them to perform on the 13th day of August, at 
the capital of the territ iay. In persnance with 
this order, which was published in various 
papers throughout tho territory, declaring the 
capita, and seat of government to be at Bis 
marck, three of the f oar members of the board 
convened in session at Bismarck on the 13th 
of August and continuec in session, equalizing 
and assessing the territorial tax until the 16th 
of said month, at the close of which session the 
territorial auditor notified the clerk of each or- 
ganized county of the action of the board, and 
the amount of territorial tax assessed upon their 
respective counties, thus proclaiming in the 
most public manner that Yankton was no longer 
the capital, and that Bismarck was the seat of 
government. 


Section 16 of the act for the remova. of the 


capital provided that the governor might desig- 
nate, by written order, where the pub.ic busi- 
ness should be transacted and require the re- 
spective territorial officers to remove their offi- 
ces, together with the archives, books records 
ana papers pertaining thereto to the place so 
designated within the time prescribed in such 
order. Shortly after the decision of the attor- 
ney general anc the executive that by force ef

the removal of the offices of the secretary, treas 
urer and auditor, from Yankton to Bismarck, 
was prepared, but at the suggestion of the attor- 
ney general that a decision might shortly be 
made in the quo warranto proceedings against 
the capital commissioners, the ore er was de- 
ferrec for several wee^s, out of courtesy to the 


. judge before whom the proceeding was pending. 


As no decision was made public and newspapers 
claiming to have authority to speak, stated posi- 
tively that no decision would ba made until after 
the judge had retained from an extended trip 
to the Pacific coast, which woulc. occupy nearly 
the whole month of Septem aer, orders for the 
removal of the offices of tae secretary, treasurer 
i no. auditor were i<=suec on the 4th c ay of Sep- 


tem jer, anc. entrusted to a messenger for c eliv- 
ery. I am acvised that tae orcer was servec 
upon the auditor, who resic.ec. 20t mi ea norii of 
Yankton anc nearest to Bismarck, before the 
promulgation of any cecision in the quo wair- 
ranto proceec ing, and that the auQitor proceecec 
to obey the ore er before the decision was mace 
public, on the '.5th inst. I am also ac vised tbat 
owing to the illness of the messenger anc other 
detentions, there Jxs been pome dt.ay

the territorial treasurer, which may require an 
extension of the time in which tue order is re- 
quired to be executed. I am not advised as to 
what action will be taken by any of the terri- 
torial officers, except the auditor, who has in- 
formed me tbat he took tteps to comply with 
the order immediately upon its reception. That 
Yankton c'eased to be the capital upon the ap- 
proval of the act repealing chapter one of the 
political code, I cannot doubt. That it was the 
duty of the governor to designate the place fixec 
by the operation of the United States and terri- 
torial aw, I firmly believe. Having designated 
Bismarck as tae capital, and issued written 
orders to the respective territorial officers to re- 
move their offices to that point, the responsi- 
bility of de]a> in the public bueiness will rest 
upon such officers as decide to disobey. The 
governor, as the chief magistrate and executive 
officer ot the territory, when following the 
opinion of the attorney general, hia legal ad- 
visor, has the unc oubted right to take such steps 
as will avoid complications and confusion in 
regard to the transaction of public business, and 
the pejple of tie territory hove a light to know 
where the public business is to be transacted.
